for seven men jailed in the 
Chicago riot case hope an ap- 
peals court will let their clients 
out on bond this week, possibly 
Wednesday. 


Government prosecutors have 


Wednesday to 
present the U. S. 7th Circuit 
Court of Appeals with a brief 
opposing a request for bail for 
the seven. Defense lawyers put 
in their bid for bail Saturday. 


John Tucker, one of several 


lawyers not involved in the trial 
who is working on the appeals, 
said there was a good chance the 
court would rule on the bond 
request Wednesday. 
' "The precedents are all in our 
favor," Tucker said. "If it were 
not for the political climate of 
the whole thing there would be 
no question on the issuance of 
bonds." 


Judge Julius J. Hoffman of U. 


S. District Court refused the 
men bail, saying that they were 
dangerous. 


A jury convicted five of the 


defendants of crossing state 
lines with the intent of inciting 
riots the week of the 1968 
Democratic 
National Con- 


vention. 


Judge Hoffman sentenced the 


men to five yean in prison and 
fined them 15,000 each plus the 
cost of prosecution. In addition, 
he imposed contempt sentences 
on all seven defendants ranging 
from 2% months to 2ft years.

Teens often complain that 


parents and other adults are 
frequently too critical of the 
younger generation. A recent 
letter from a 16-year-old girl 
summed it up like this. 


"My mother says all kids of 


my age are goofy. Mom is 
against just about everything I 
like — rock music, modern 
dances, all the younger per- 
formers on TV and in the movies 
— she even makes fun of the 
things I like to eat. Her constant 
criticism is getting me down and 
I don't think it's fair. According 
to Mom all teen-agers, including 
me, are nuts!" 


Currently, the popular name 


for this problem is generation 
gap — meaning two generations 
who have lost touch with each 
other — each simply does not 
understand 
the 
other 


generation's point of view. It's 
nothing new. Since the begin- 
ning of the human race, older 
generations have criticized the 
younger believing their youthful 
ideas and drives are dangerous 
to themselves and the world. 


It may be a little comforting to 


teens to remember that their 
parents and grandparents were 
also considered nuts when they 
were in their teens. They 
popularized a lot of crazy things 
such as gold fish swallowing, 
flagpole 
sitting, 
gruelling 


marathon dancing, wore silly 
clothing styles, danced the 
Black 
Bottom 
and 
the 


Charleston — and went all out 
for silly song hits such as, "Yes, 
We Have No Bananas." 


Today, those same ex-teens 


are now your sedate parents and 
grandparents. They didn't go to 
the dogs after all! It is a safe bet 
that most of today's teens will 
turn out okay, too. 


Of course, the mere fact that 


young people adopt something 
new and different from the 
former standards of their 
parents does not make it right. 
•Chttges, there must be, but 
.soritfccbanges are not so good. 


I can't believe -that the 


showing of pornographic films 
in public movie houses is an 
uplifting change which will 
benefit the teen generation. And 
the newly-popular, rapidly - 
spreading distribution of dope to 
young people is sure to cause 
untold damage. The recent 
softening of some old-fashioned 
moral codes may be justified in 
the light of new knowledge, but a

If your parents do not un- 
derstand the generation gap and 
give you no guidance, how do 
you really decide which of your 
youthful wishes are okay?

When you are faced with the 
necessity of deciding on your 
own behavior, ask yourself these 
questions:

manners, intelligence, humor)? 


4. Does it conflict with my 


family's religious beliefs? 


•5. Is it considered good taste 
by the community? 


6. Does it defy rules of school, 


home or church? 


7. Will it detract from my own 


self-regard, 
make me feel 


cheap, perhaps? 


8. Is it dangerous to me or 


someone else? 
9, If I were older and had 
children of my age, would I 
approve of then* doing the things 
I want to do? 


10. Will it detract from my 


reputation? 


Almost any teen-age behavior 


problem which successfully 
passes this test will have to be 
considered okay. 


Parents should always take a 


positive stand on important 
rules of good behavior 
but 


should try to avoid old-fogey 
criticism of those teen-age fads 
which are harmless. Even 
though a teen-ager's interests 
may be quite different from 
parents', constant nagging and 
non-constructive 
criticism 


usually do more harm than 
good.

Camellias are a 
flower 


arranger's delight because of 
the wide range of colors, and 
impressive flower forms which 
are available. 


For very dramatic and formal 


arrangements use 
candle 


holders with matching colored 
camellias. 
There are even 


formal-type blossoms to further 
emphasize the forma) effect of 
an arrangement. Build a base 
for the arrangement with 
spreading greenery and, if you 
wish, add other flowers of a 
form for contrast and to com- 
pliment the camellias. Arrange 
the candles at two heights and 
for added effect build the 
camellias from the bottom of the 
arrangement up to the candles 
at different heights. 


Short-stemmed camellias are 


very lovely floating in a bowl set 
on the coffee table or a stand in 


the entrance hall. 


Some of the varieties provide 


extra large-size blooms, and just 
a few floating in a shallow dish 
make an eye-appealing sight. 
Even one jumbo flower in a 
good-size brandy snifter is 
breathtaking. 


Camellias with longer stems 


can be set into the tall branches 
of a shrub where foliage con- 
trasts pleasingly in color and 
form with the flowers. Such an 
upright arrangement is even 
more effective when set in fromt 
of a mirror to reflect the other 
side of the foliage and em- 
phasize the outline of the total 
arrangement. 


You can even arrange one

Could you make 
an imaginary run and describe 
what you do in the cockpit of a 
dragster? 


The car leaves (the starting 


line) with tremendous setback. 
When you let the clutch out it 
puts you right back in the cock- 
pit — for the whole distance. The 
car leaves with a quite low gear 
ratio and it just winds from one 


point to the other. We go (score) 
mainly on elapsed time or how 
quick we get to the finish lights. 
It's hard to describe because a 
run happens so fast (just under 
seven seconds). And there's a lot 
of trouble you can get into going 
fast. 


Are you able to think your way 


through a run or do you have to 
do everything by instinct? 


A lot of it is instinct because it 


does happen so quick. But you 
have to handle a car at all times. 
I've had people tell me it doesn't 
look like you do anything; just 
let the clutch out and stab it. 
That's not true. You have to 
steer from start to finish. And 
even after you let off the gas 
going through the finish lights 
the car will veer left or right 
because of the torque. You have 
to be ready for all things at all 
times. 


What does it do to you 


physically when you put on the 
brakes and open the parachute 
at the end? 


For one thing, it makes me 


feel very good when the 
parachute opens. That's our 


main stopping device. It'll stop 
with the brakes, also, but it's 
pretty hard on the car just to 
stop with the rear-wheel brakes. 
When the chute opens it gives 
you quite a jolt. It sets you right 
forward, and your seat belts 
hold you in the car.

When you let the clutch out it 
puts you right back in the cock­ 
pit — for the whole distance The 
car leaves with a quite low gear 
ratio and it just winds from one 


point to the other. We go (score) 
mainly on elapsed time or how 
quick we get to the finish lights. 
It’s hard to describe because a 
run happens so fast (just under 
seven seconds). And there’s a lot 
of trouble you can get into going 
fast.Are you able to think your way 
through a run or do you have to 
do everything by instinct? 
A lot of it is instinct because il 
does happen so quick. But you 
have to handle a car at all times. 
I’ve had people tell me it doesn’t 
look like you do anything; just 
let the clutch out and stab it.

WASHINGTON — Another 


fight U building up in the Senate 
over the Anti-Ballistic Missile 
(ABM) system, and as before it 
looks as though California 
senators George Murphy and 
Alan Cranston will be on dif- 
ferent sides. 


Last summer President Nixon 


won narrow Senate approval of 
the ABM, and now he is seeking 
congressional approval to ex- 
pand it. A number of senators, 
including 
Cranston, 
are 


speaking against it. 


But Republican Murphy said 


he will again support the 
president, adding, of the last 
vote, "It was a vote I cast 
proudly, without a moment's 
doubt as to its necessity." 


Murphy said last year's 


debate proved healthy because 
it established the need for the 
U.S. to defend itself. But he 
adds: 


"I am concerned, however, 


that it may have been only the 


opening round in a continuing 
fight by certain members of 
Congress and public opinion 
makers who would disarm the 
nation to force us to drop our 
guard." 


Rather than heightening 


world tensions, the president is 
doing the opposite, according to 
Murphy. 


"The safeguard ABM system 


is not an offensive weapon," 
Murphy said. "It is designed to 
give the U.S. the power to an- 
swer an attack, not initiate one. 
So it really is up to our enemies 
to determine whether or not we 
ever must use this system." 


Cranston and other critics 


have said the system isn't 
needed, that it's of doubtful 
value, that costs are prohibitive 
and that the money should be 
used to increase welfare and 
other social programs. 


Murphy said he was "con- 


fident the ABM system would 
work," but added its real pur- 
pose is to put the country into a 


position where the system would 
not have to work — deter 
aggression. 


"The Communists anoear to 


be far ahead of us hi providing 
themselves with ABM defen- 
ses," Murphy commented. 


"And China, wiuch openly ad- 
vocates 
war, 
is 
rapidly 


developing its offensive nuclear 
ICBM systems. We need the 
ABM." 


The 
senator 
said 
that 


President Nixon, during the 
current arms limitations talks 
with Russia, "must not be 
forced to bargain out of 
weakness." 


AGNEW IN ATLANTA

As a 
"cure" for loneliness in the big 
city, he proposed his idea for a 
club to three other men, a coal 
dealer, a mining engineer, and a 
tailor. Because 
subsequent 


meetings were held in members 
offices in rotation, 
Harris 


suggested the name Rotary. 


The first meeting of the 


Rotary Club of Chicago was held 
that same month, and by August 
the club had 21 members, most 
of them men from small towns. 
By 1912, there were SO Rotary 
dubs and 5,000 Rotarians, and 
the movement had spread to 
Canada, England, Ireland and 
Scotland. 


Today, there are more than

“The safeguard ABM system

It would be tragic — indeed, we wish there were a stronger 


word available — if any effort were made to stop, lessen, or divert 
present efforts to help black 
Americans 
advance both 


educationally and economically. If any criticism of such efforts can 
be made, it is that they are still too paltry and not effective enough 
in the face of the tremendous need. Not only does the United States 
have a clear-cut moral obligation to help those who were so long 
denied help in the past, but it has an equally strong practical 
obligation. For the time is forever past when Americans as a whole 
can find happiness or satisfaction while a portion of their own 
native fellowmen are the continuing victims of either past or 
present discrimination. 


We thus reject Vice-President Spiro Agnew's criticism of 


colleges and universities which are now making a special effort to 
help minority groups through steps which minimize the disabilities 
under which these minorities have labored. Given the present 
realities of American life and society, given the unavoidable 
necessity of finding an answer to racial tensions, continuing 
poverty, and flagrant inequalities because of race and color, there 
must be special consideration given to satisfying special needs. 
This must also extend to job training with labor unions. 


Frankly, the Agnew thesis would throw an almost insuperable 


wall across the path of minority progress. It would tend to condemn 
blacks to a permanent unskilled position in America's industrial, 
commercial, and intellectual life. It would, in short, aggravate an 
already perilously explosive situation. 


This does not mean that universities, colleges, labor unions or 


employers have yet worked out the best systems for providing this 
special help. Many schools of higher learning which, with the best 
will in the world, have taken in large numbers of ill-prepared 
members of minorities, find that these latter have been put in a 
most difficult position scholastically. But the remedy is not to cut 
back on this effort, it is not to close one's tyes to the need for special 
consideration, it is to find better means of lending a hand. 


One of the highest barriers to broad human progress is the 


misconception that one man's advance can only be achieved 
through another man's loss. A long time ago the writer of Proverbs 
saw the falsity of this and told us, "The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, and he addeth no sorrow with it." And the founder of 
this newspaper, speaking of the universality of good, stated even 
more clearly the great fact that one man cannot be hurt or im- 
poverished by another's advance, declaring that whatever blesses 
one blesses all. 


The scales of justice nave a way of eventually righting them- 


selves. Injustice or discrimination in the past must be rectified in 
as constructive and healing a way as can be devised. At this stage 
one of the methods for such rectification is special consideration for 
minorities in education and on jobs. Wisely handled this will harm 
no one, and all America will be happier for it.

WASHINGTON 
- The 


Orleans Parish grand Jury is 
investigating a charge that New 
Orleans District Attorney Jim 
Garrison sexually molested • 13- 
year-old boy at the city's posh 
Athletic Club. 


The 
allegation, based 
on 


statements by the boy's father, 
was filed by the New Orleans 
Crime Commission with grand 
Jury foreman 
William 
J. 


Knimmel Sr. A November 5, 
1V09 letter from Crime Com- 
mission Director Aaron Kohn to 
Knimmel, detailing the charge, 
has now been obtained by this 
column. 


Krummel, on the record, 


would concede only that he 
received the letter. Never- 
theless, an authoritative official 
source confirmed that the grand 
Jury was "looking into it." 


Garrison has denied the 


charge, the same official said. 
The controversial DA's friends 
said he was a "devoted family 
man." Persistent efforts by this 
column to reach Garrison for 
comment failed. 


The allegation was made by a 


prominent member of the New 
Orleans "establishment" whose 
brother is one of the most 
respected men in the South. To 
spare the young man em- 
barrassment, we will leave out 
names. 


Kohn, as director of the 


privately 
financed 
Crime 


Commission, has often been at 
odds with Garrison. He would 
confirm for the record only that 
the text of the letter obtained by 
this column was authentic. 


"On a Sunday in June, 1969," 


the Commission letter to the 
grand jury states, "at the New 
Orleans Athletic Club, District 
Attorney Jim Garrison con- 
ducted himself in a manner 
which, if true, would be in 
violation of Louisiana criminal 
laws." 


The laws in question punish 


"Indecent 
Behavior 
with 


Juveniles" and "Crime Against 
Nature, Attempt," the letter 
went on. 


THREE WITNESSES 


The letter then states that the 


father spoke to three men about 
the incident and all three had 
"separately and independently 
communicated" the father's 
accusation to Kohn. This column 
read the allegation to the father 
who confirmed it with a minor 
addition. 


"In brief," said the letter to 


the grand jury, the father 
"alleged that on a Sunday in 
June, 1969, he and his two 
teenage sons were swimming in 
the nude at the New Orleans 
Athletic Club. 


"Garrison invited them to the 


Slumber Room to relax and take 
a nap. In that room, Garrison 
twice fondled the genitals of the 
younger son, 13 years old (name 
omitted by this column). The 
elder son (name omitted) then 
age 19, openly denounced 
Garrison at the (club). 


"It is hoped that your grand 


jury will see fit to call before it 
for testimony without the 
presence of any 
of 
Mr. 


Garrison's staff the three men 
spoken to by the father, the 
father himself and the sons," 
said the letter. 


Under Louisiana law, the 


"indecent behavior" count 
carries a maximum year in jail 
and $500 fine. A "crime against 


nature" carries a tJ.OOO fine and 
five years in jail, but merely an 
"attempt" cuts the penalty in 
half. 


There is an irony in the 


charges. 
Garrison 
hat 


frequently brought the element 
of perversion and sex into his 
own cases. He made hit name by 
cleaning up prostitution in New 
Orleans. 


In hit most famous national 


case, the prosecution of Clay 
Shaw for conspiring to kill 
President Kennedy, Garrison's 
office made much of Shaw's 
alleged homosexuality. The jury 
threw out Garrison's conspiracy 
charge, but Shaw remained 
marked with the sexual stigma. 


SANDOVAL VS. BREWER 


Small Business boss Hilary 


Sandoval has told the White 
House in a "him or me" letter 
that he wants to fire hit deputy, 
W. Donald Brewer, 
for in- 


subordination and undercutting. 


The letter, sent February 9 to 


the White House, was addressed 
to presidential assistant Peter 
Flanigan. Bristling with anger, 
it minces no words about San- 
doval's feelings for Brewer. 


The two men have been at 


each other's throats for weeks. 
Both the Commerce Depart- 
ment, where Brewer came 
from, and the White House have 
hoped they could plaster over 
the break before the public 
learned of it. 


Sandoval charged and Brewer 


has denied that Brewer is in- 
subordinate, 
has 
coun- 


termanded Sandoval's orders 
and 
has 
undercut him. 


Specifically, Sandoval accused 
Brewer of using Sandoval's 
signature-writing machine on 
documents disapproved by 
Sandoval. 


At the heart of the feud is 


whether the minority program 
will remain primarily in Small 
Business or be swallowed up 
increasingly by the Commerce 
Department. 


However, Sandoval has been 


an embarrassment to the White 
House ever since this column 
reported a year ago that he had 
been under attack by the 
Citizens Committee for Decent 
Literature bt El Paso, Texas for 
distributing "nudie" magazines 
and "pornographic literature" 
in the Southwest. He had been a 
wholesale magazine distributor. 


Since 
Brewer's 
arrival, 


Sandoval has feared that the 
minority program would be 
hustled off to Brewer's former 
department — or worse, (hat 
Commerce would gobble up 
Small Business, 
Sandoval, 


minorities, buildings and all. 


The hammer-like Sandoval 


letter has distressed the White 
House, particularly because it is 
so explicit in its charges and 
because it may involve per- 
sonalities far more important to 
President Nixon than Sandoval 
or Brewer.

merce Maurice Stans, one of the 
President's staunchest friends. 
On the other hand is Senator 
John Tower, R-Texas, who put

There is some radical thinking 


going on, aimed at unclogging 
the System, and some of it is 
certainly overdue. For instance, 
on the matter of the public 
schools, compulsory integration 
and the crystallizing impasse. 
The Southern strategy is now 
visible. Why didn't they think of 
it before? 


The strategy is to compel the 


north to do the same thing that 
the north is compelling the south 
to do: massive integration of its 
schools. The smith's point is that 
it isn't merely the sociology of 
the south that argues against the 
desirability of compulsive in- 
tegration, but the general 
situation. Accordingly, there is a 
revived interest in the private 
school. 


There are those who have 


been talking about a so-called 
voucher system for a number of 
years. Now, or so they say, the 
White House people have taken 
an interest in it. The principal 
political obstacle is the public 
school lobby, which is at least as 
-strong as the postal workers 
lobby that killed off postal 
reform last year. The principal 
constitutional problem derives 
from the Warren Court's 
fanatical interpretation of the 
First Amendment, but perhaps 
the means will be found to ap- 
pease the Court. As Beardsley 
Ruml once said, if the end 
doesn't justify the means, what 
does? 


Another deepening source of 


resentment traces to the dif- 
ficulty of the middle class 
American in making any true 
economic progress. He is tiring 
of his vaunted affluence, when 
the reality is so very different, 
and looking worse all the time. 
(Suddenly, it has dawned on the 
working class in New York City 
that among other things, it is 
going to have to pay to purify the 
Hudson River.) He doesn't feel 
that he has a part of the action. 


In one sense that is true. 


Although it is capitalist theory 
that the consumer need not own 
the tools of production in order 
to profit from capitalism, still it 
is obviously desirable that the 
ownership of production should 
be as widespread as possible. 
There is a reading of the 
situation which calls every 
family that owns a house or an 
insurance policy a capitalist, but 
that is, really, verbal trickery. A 
better definition is that a 
capitalist is someone who 
derives a substantial share of 
his income from his equity in 
producing companies. On this

Mr. Louis Kelso of San 


Francisco, a lawyer-economist, 
has for years felt that he has a 
radical answer to the problem. 
He adumbrated this answer in 
his first book, The Capitalist 
Manifesto, written ten years ago 
with Mortimer Adler, and in his 
book, Two-Factor Theory: The 
Economics of Reality, he spells 
out his proposals. His analysis 
and 
recommendations 


(drastically truncated) are: 1) 
more and more, capital, not 
labor, is producing the wealth; 
2) more and more, accordingly, 
our advanced society goes in for 
make-work 
and 
massive 


redistribution of the wealth via 
taxation and welfare policies; 3) 
to make this right, the great 
majority of the American people 
should become shareowners; to 
which end, 4) individuals should 
be encouraged to buy stock on 
time. 


How? 
Well, Mr. 
Kelso 


analyzes, if on the one hand 
corporation profits were not 
taxed, but on the other hand 
corporations were required to 
distribute their profits instead of 
husbanding a lot of them for 
improvements, modernization, 
new equipment, etc., then a) 
corporations 
would 
be 


distributing about 20 per cent of 
their value in annual dividends, 
but b) on the other hand would 
desperately need additional 
capital at the end of every year. 


Enter John Doe. He goes to his 


bank, which lends him say five 
thousand dollars with which to 
buy an assortment of stocks. 
The bank is repaid over five or 
six years out of earnings from 
that stock. Hesto presto, you 
have yourself a capitalist, ex 
nihilo. 


The plan is subject to the 


criticisms of all funny-money 
plans. I wonder, for instance, 
what would keep the profits of 
industry at the 20 per cent level 
if the strain of taxation were 
lifted? Surely in a competitive 
situation the industry would 
lower the price of its product? 
However, Mr. Kelso is a serious 
man, and his idea is engaging, 
even if his procedures are 
debatable. The objective is 
surely right, and one wonders 
why social security payments 
aren't employed in the same 
way, contributing not merely to 
old age welfare, but to the ac- 
cumulation of patrimony?

Dear Mr. G.: A number of 


well controlled programs to 


help the dope addict by sub- 
stituting methadone for hero- 
in are taking place all over 
this country. Probably the 
most intensive study is being 
made at the Beth Israel Medi- 
cal Center in New York City 
under the direction of Dr. 
Ray E. Trussell and his col- 
leagues. A vast program of 
methadone substitution incor- 
porates specialists in drug 
addiction, sociology, psychia- 
try, and every ancillary field 
that can contribute to the re- 
habilitation of the drug ad- 
dict 


Not all experts in the field 


of drug addiction are in com- 
plete 
agreement 
with 
the 


value of methadone. But in a 
world of despair about this 
gigantic problem, the metha- 
done approach is serving a 
valuable function. It must be 
encouraged to continue de- 
spite the fact that everyone 
recognizes that it is not the 
complete answer to addiction. 
If it partially serves to re- 
duce the crime rate and if it 
brings some ray of hope to 
those who are caught in the 
trap and web of addiction of 
all kinds, the methadone pro- . 
gram must continue uninter- 
rupted. 


Too often, a study that has 


great potential possibility is 
aborted because it becomes a 
political football and is de- 
stroyed rather than helped to 
survive.

Efforts Still Too Paltry 


(FROM THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 


It would be tragic — indeed, we wish there were a stronger 
word available — if any effort were made to stop, lessen, or divert 
present 
efforts 
to 
help 
black 
Americans 
advance 
both 
educationally and economically. If any criticism of such efforts can 
be made, it is that they are still too paltry and not effective enough 
in the face of the tremendous need. Not only does the United States 
have a clear-cut moral obligation to help those who were so long 
denied help in the past, but it has an equally strong practical 
obligation. For the time is forever past when Americans as a whole 
can find happiness or satisfaction while a portion of their own 
native fellowmen are the continuing victims of either past or 
present discrimination. 


We thus reject Vice-President Spiro Agnew’s criticism of 
colleges and universities which are now making a special effort to 
help minority groups through steps which minimize the disabilities 
under which these minorities have labored. Given the present 
realities of American life and society, given the unavoidable 
necessity of finding an answer to racial tensions, continuing 
poverty, and flagrant inequalities because of race and color, there 
must be special consideration given to satisfying special needs. 
This must also extend to job training with labor unions. 


Frankly, the Agnew thesis would throw an almost insuperable 
wall across the path of minority progress. It would tend to condemn 
blacks to a permanent unskilled position in America’s industrial, 
commercial, and intellectual life. It would, in short, aggravate an 
already perilously explosive situation. 


This does not mean that universities, colleges, labor unions or 
employers have yet worked out the best systems for providing this 
special help. Many schools of higher learning which, with the best 
will in the world, have taken in large numbers of ill-prepared 
members of minorities, find that these latter have been put in a 
most difficult position scholastically. But the remedy is not to cut 
back on this effort, it is not to close one’s eyes to the need for special 
consideration, it is to find better means of lending a hand. 


One of the highest barriers to broad human progress is the 
misconception that one man’s advance can only be achieved 
through another man’s loss. A long time ago the writer of Proverbs 
saw the falsity of this and told us, "The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, and he addeth no sorrow with it.” And the founder of 
this newspaper, speaking of the universality of good, stated even 
more clearly the great fact that one man cannot be hurt or im­ 
poverished by another’s advance, declaring that whatever blesses 
one blesses all. 


The scales of justice have a way of eventually righting them­ 
selves. Injustice or discrimination in the past must be rectified in 
as constructive and healing a way as can he devised. At this stage 
one of the methods for such rectification is special consideration for 
minorities in education and on jobs. Wisely handled this will harm 
no one, and all America will be happier for it.

Orleans Parish grand jury is 
investigating a charge that New 
Orleans District Attorney Jim 
Garrison sexually molested a 13- 
year-old boy at the city’s posh 
Athletic Club. 
The 
allegation,based 
on 
statements by the boy’s father, 
was filed by the New Orleans 
Crime Commission with grand 
jury 
foreman 
William 
J. 
Krummel Sr. A November 5, 
19C9 letter from Crime Com­ 
mission Director Aaron Kohn to 
Krummel, detailing the charge, 
has now been obtained by this 
column. 
Krummel, on the record, 
would concede only that he 
received the letter. N ever­ 
theless, an authoritative official 
source confirmed that the grand 
jury was "looking into it.” 
Garrison 
has denied 
the 
charge, the same official said. 
The controversial DA’s friends 
said he was a "devoted family 
man.” Persistent efforts by this 
column to reach Garrison for 
comment failed. 
The allegation was made by a 
prominent member of the New 
Orleans "establishment” whose 
brother is one of the most 
respected men in the South. To 
spare the young man em ­ 
barrassment, we will leave out 
names. 
Kohn, as director of the 
privately 
financed 
Crime 
Commission, has often been at 
odds with Garrison. He would 
confirm for the record only that 
the text of the letter obtained by 
this column was authentic. 
"On a Sunday in June, 1969,” 
the Commission letter to the 
grand jury states, "at the New 
Orleans Athletic Club, District 
Attorney 
Jim 
Garrison 
con­ 
ducted himself in a manner 
which, if true, would be in 
violation of Louisiana criminal 
laws.” 
The laws in question punish 
“ Indecent 
Behavior 
with 
Juveniles” and "Crime Against 
Nature, Attempt,” the letter 
went on. 


THREE WITNESSES 
The letter then states that the 
father spoke to three men about 
the incident and all three had 
"separately and independently 
com m unicated” the father’s 
accusation to Kohn. This column 
read the allegation to the father 
who confirmed it with a minor 
addition. 
"In brief,” said the letter to 
the grand jury, the father 
"alleged that on a Sunday in 
June, 
1969, he and his two 
teenage sons were swimming in 
the nude at the New Orleans 
Athletic Club. 
“Garrison invited them to the 
Slumber Room to relax and take 
a nap. In that room, Garrison 
twice fondled the genitals of the 
younger son, 13 years old (name 
omitted by this column). The 
elder son (name omitted) then 
age 
19, 
openly 
denounced 
Garrison at the (club). 
"It is hoped that your grand 
jury will see fit to call before it 
for 
testim ony 
without 
the 
presence 
of 
any 
of 
Mr. 
Garrison’s staff the three men 
spoken to by the father, the 
father himself and the sons,” 
said the letter. 
Under Louisiana law, the 
“ indecent behavior” 
count 
carries a maximum year in jail 
and $500 fine. A "crime against 


nature” carries a $2,000 fine and 
five years in jail, but merely an 
"attempt’’ cuts the penalty in 
half. 
There is an 
irony in the 
charges. 
Garrison 
has 
frequently brought the element 
of perversion and sex into his 
own cases. He made his name by 
cleaning up prostitution in New 
Orleans. 
In his most famous national 
case, the prosecution of Clay 
Shaw for 
conspiring to kill 
President Kennedy, Garrison’s 
office made much of Shaw’s 
alleged homosexuality. The jury 
threw out Garrison’s conspiracy 
charge, 
but 
Shaw 
remained 
marked with the sexual stigma 


SANDOVAL VS. BREWER 
Small Business boss Hilary 
Sandoval has told the White 
House in a "him or me” letter 
that he wants to fire his deputy, 
W. 
Donald 
Brewer, 
for 
in­ 
subordination and undercutting. 
The letter, sent February 9 to 
the White House, was addressed 
to presidential assistant Peter 
Flanigan Bristling with anger, 
it minces no words about San­ 
doval’s feelings for Brewer. 
The two men have been at 
each other’s throats for weeks. 
Both the Commerce Depart­ 
ment, where Brewer cam e 
from, and the White House have 
hoped they could plaster over 
the break before the public 
learned of it. 
Sandoval charged and Brewer 
has denied that Brewer is in­ 
subordinate, 
has 
coun­ 
termanded Sandoval’s orders 
and 
has 
undercut 
him. 
Specifically, Sandoval accused 
Brewer 
of 
using 
Sandoval’s 
signature-writing machine on 
docum ents 
disapproved 
by 
Sandoval. 
At the heart of the feud is 
whether the minority program 
will remain primarily in Small 
Business or be swallowed up 
increasingly by the Commerce 
Department. 
However, Sandoval has been 
an embarrassment to the White 
House ever since this column 
reported a year ago that he had 
been under attack by 
the 
Citizens Committee for Decent 
Literature in El Paso, Texas for 
distributing “nudie” magazines 
and "pornographic literature” 
in the Southwest. He had been a 
wholesale magazine distributor. 
Since 
B rew er’s 
arrival, 
Sandoval has feared that the 
minority 
program would 
be 
hustled off to Brewer’s former 
department — or worse, that 
Commerce would gobble up 
Small 
Business, 
Sandoval, 
minorities, buildings and all. 
The hammer-like Sandoval 
letter has distressed the White 
House, particularly because it is 
so explicit in its charges and 
because it may involve per­ 
sonalities far more important to 
President Nixon than Sandoval 
or Brewer. 
On the one hand is Brewer’s 
old boss, Secretary of Com­ 
merce Maurice Stans, one of the 
President’s staunchest friends. 
On the other hand is Senator 
John Tower, R-Texas, who put 
Sandoval 
into 
office 
arHf 
shielded him during the first few 
months. 
The peppery Sen. Tower, who 
walks into the Senate like a 
feather-weight Cassius Clay, is 
not going to back away now, 
even if it means taking on the 
big-game hunting Stans.

There is some radical thinking 
going on, aimed at unclogging 
the System, and some of it is 
certainly overdue For instance, 
on the matter of the public 
schools, compulsory integration 
and the crystallizing impasse 
The Southern strategy is now 
visible. Why didn’t they think of 
it before? 
The strategy is to compel the 
north to do the same thing that 
the north is compelling the south 
to do: massive integration of its 
schools. The south’s point is that 
it isn’t merely the sociology of 
the south that argues against the 
desirability of compulsive in­ 
tegration, 
but the general 
situation. Accordingly, there is a 
revived interest in the private 
school. 


There are those who have 
been talking about a so-called 
voucher system for a number of 
years. Now, or so they say, the 
White House people have taken 
an interest in it. The principal 
political obstacle is the public 
school lobby, which is at least as 
strong as the postal workers 
lobby that killed off postal 
reform last year. The principal 
constitutional problem derives 
from 
the 
Warren 
Court’s 
fanatical interpretation of the 
First Amendment, but perhaps 
the means will be found to ap­ 
pease the Court. As Beardsley 
Ruml once said, if the end 
doesn’t justify the means, what 
does0 


Another deepening source of 
resentment traces to the dif­ 
ficulty of 
the 
middle 
class 
American in making any true 
economic progress. He is tiring 
of his vaunted affluence, when 
the reality is so very different, 
and looking worse all the time. 
(Suddenly, it has dawned on the 
working class in New York City 
that among other things, it is 
going to have to pay to purify the 
Hudson River.) He doesn’t feel 
that he has a part of the action. 


In one sense that is true. 
Although it is capitalist theory 
that the consumer need not own 
the tools of production in order 
to profit from capitalism, still it 
is obviously desirable that the 
ownership of production should 
be as widespread as possible. 
There 
is a reading of 
the 
situation which calls every 
family that owns a house or an 
insurance policy a capitalist, but 
that is, really, verbal trickery. A 
better definition is that a 
capitalist is som eone who 
derives a substantial share of 
his income from his equity in 
producing companies. On this 


scale 
the 
discouraging, 
ninety per cent of the capital of 
this country is owned by five or 
less per cent of the American 
people. 
Mr. 
Louis 
Kelso of San 
Francisco, a lawyer-economist, 
has for years felt that he has a 
radical answer to the problem. 
He adumbrated this answer in 
his first book, The Capitalist 
Manifesto, written ten years ago 
with Mortimer Adler, and in his 
book, Two-Factor Theory: The 
Economics of Reality, he spells 
out his proposals. His analysis 
a n d 
r e c o m m e n d a t i o n s 
(drastically truncated) are: 1) 
more and more, capital, not 
labor, is producing the wealth; 
2) more and more, accordingly, 
our advanced society goes in for 
make-work 
and 
m assive 
redistribution of the wealth via 
taxation and welfare policies; 3) 
to make this right, the great 
majority of the American people 
should become shareowners; to 
which end, 4) individuals should 
be encouraged to buy stock on 
time. 


How? 
Well, 
Mr. 
Kelso 
analyzes, if on the one hand 
corporation profits were not 
taxed, but on the other hand 
corporations were required to 
distribute their profits instead of 
husbanding a lot of them for 
improvements, 
modernization, 
new equipment, etc., then a) 
corporations 
would 
be 
distributing about 20 per cent of 
their value in annual dividends, 
but b) on the other hand would 
desperately need additional 
capital at the end of every year. 
Enter John Doe. He goes to his 
bank, which lends him say five 
thousand dollars with which to 
buy an assortment of stocks. 
The bank is repaid over five or 
six years out of earnings from 
that stock. Hesto presto, you 
have yourself a capitalist, ex 
nihilo. 


The plan is subject to the 
criticisms of all funny-money 
plans. I wonder, for instance, 
what would keep the profits of 
industry at the 20 per cent level 
if the strain of taxation were 
lifted? Surely in a competitive 
situation the industry 
would 
lower the price of its product? 
However, Mr Kelso is a serious 
man, and his idea is engaging, 
even if his 
procedures 
are 
debatable. The objective is 
surely right, and one wonders 
why social security payments 
aren't employed in the same 
way, contributing not merely to 
old age welfare, but to the ac­ 
cumulation of patrimony?

The decision by Judge E. 
Warren 
McGuire

struck down Frank N. Werber’s 
claim that he had used the 
narcotic for purely 
religious 
purposes. 
McGuire said he will instruct 
the jury in Werber’s trial here to 
disregard all testimony about 
how the defendant had been 
"transformed.” 
The ruling eliminated the core 
of the defense and Werber’s 
attorney, Terrence Halliman, 
asked the judge to let him ap­ 
peal the decision to the State 
District Court of Appeal.

B ut in a 
world of despair about this 
gigantic problem, the m etha­ 
done approach is serving a 
valuable function. It m ust be 
encouraged 
to

de­ 
spite the fact th a t everyone 
recognizes th a t it is not the 
com plete answ er to addiction. 
If it partially serves to re ­ 
duce the crime rate and if it 
brings some ray of hope to 
those who are caught in the 
tra p and web of addiction of 
all kinds, the m ethadone pro­ 
gram m ust continue uninter­ 
rupted.

We thus reject Vice President Spiro Agnew s criticism of 
college» and universities which are rom making a special effort to 
help minority groups through steps which minimise the disabilities 
under which these minorities have labored Given the preaent 
realities of American life and society, given the una voids ble 
necessity of finding an answer to racial tensions, continuing 
poverty, and flagrant inequalities because <»f race arid color, there 
must be special consideration given to satisfying special needs 
This must also extend to job training with labor unions 


Frankly, the Agnew thesis would throw an almost insuperable 
wall across the path of minority progress It would tend to condemn 
blacks to a permanent unskilled position in America's industrial, 
commercial, and intellectual life It would, in short, aggravate an 
already perilously explosive situation. 


This does not mean that universities, colleges, labor unions or 
employers have yet worked out the best systems for providing this 
special help Many schools of higher learning which, with the best 
will in the world, have taken in large numbers of ill prepared 
members of minorities, find that these latter have been put in a 
most difficult position scholastically. But the remedy is not to cut 
back on this effort, it is not to close one’s eyes to the need for special 
consideration, it is to find better means of lending a hand 


One of the highest barriers to broad human progress is the 
misconception that one man’s advance can only be achieved 
through another man’s loss. A long time ago the writer of Proverbs 
saw the falsity of this and told us, ‘The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, and he addeth no sorrow with it** And the founder of 
this newspaper, speaking of the universality of good, stated even 
more clearly the great fact that one man cannot be hurt or im­ 
poverished by another's advance, declaring that whatever blesses 
one blesses all 


The scales of justice ha ve a way of eventually righting them­ 
selves. Injustice or discrimination in the past must be rectified in 
as constructive and healing a way as can be' devised. At this stage 
one of the methods for such rectification is special consideration for 
minorities in education and on jobs Wisely handled this will harm 
no one, and all America will be happier for it.

Medical System For 
Cancer Prevention 
Is Described 


LOS ANGELES — A new 


medical system for preventing 
cancer or eradicating it in its. 
earliest stages, protective on- 
colgy, was described to a 
meeting of doctors in Los 
Angeles by one of the pioneers in 
developing its techniques. 


The people most likely to get 


the disease can now be identified 
by a number of indicators long 
before cancer occurs, said Dr. 
Howard R. Bierman, clinical 
professor of medicine at Loma 
Linda University and director of 
the University-affiliated 
In- 


stitute for Cancer and Blood 
Research. 
These patients 


should be put on a regular 
program to protect them from 
the lethal effects of cancer, he 
said. 


Profiles of high-risk patients 


are 
now being 
developed 


through research, he added. In 
studies of world literature, his 
own laboratory and those of 
other scientists are now ac- 
cumulating the data for the 
profiles. 
He profiled two 


specific types — the lung cancer 
and breast cancer patients. 


Prominent in the lung cancer 


group are men between the ages 
of 25-64 with a history of 


' cigarette smoking in excess of 15 


pack years, or a history of 
sufficient exposure to irritating 
air pollution.

Cancer Prevention

LOS ANGELES — A new 
medical system for preventing 
cancer or eradicating it in its 
earliest stages, protective on- 
colgy, was described to a 
m eeting of doctors in Los 
Angeles by one of the pioneers in 
developing its techniques 
The people most likely tc get 
the disease can now be identified 
by a number of indicators long 
before cancer occurs, said Dr. 
Howard R 
Bierman, clinical 
professor of medicine at I-orna 
Linda University and director of 
the U niversity-affiliated In­ 
stitute for Cancer and Blood 
R esearch. 
These patients 
should be put on a regular 
program to protect them from 
the lethal effects of cancer, he 
said.

Moon Eclipse Data 


SPACE CENTER, Houston, 


Tex. (AP) — Scientific in- 
struments on the moon recorded 
a dramatic and sudden drop in 
temperatures and light intensity 
as the moon went through a 
partial eclipse. 


Scientists at the Manned 


Spacecraft Center said the in- 
struments monitoring tem- 
peratures showed readings 
which dropped about 85 degrees 
Fahrenheit, from a high of about 
200 degrees to a low of about 115 
degrees. The light intensity 
dropped by 40 per cent. No other 
significant 
readings 
were 


reported. 


Dr. Gary Latham of Columbia 


University said the eclipse at the 
site of the instruments was not 
total He said the effect was as if 
the light dropped from high noon 
to twilight within 90 minutes. 


A release issued by the 


Manned Spacecraft 
Center 


earlier said the eclipse would be 
total at the instrument site and 
that it was expected the tem- 
perature change would "crack 


rocks, release entrapped gases, 
make the lunar surface tremble 
and modify the electrical fields 
near the lunar surface." Dr. 
Latham said that none of this 
was expected by scientists 
monitoring the 
instrument 


readings. 


"We didn't really expect a big 


change," he said. "No data 
received were outside our ex- 
pectations " 


Space agency officials had no 


immediate explanation for the 
errors in the earlier an- 


Instruments left on the moon 


at the Apollo 12 landing site 
radioed readings back to the 
mission control center at the 
Manned Space craft Center. 


Only a few degrees of the 


south pole region of the moon 
experienced a total eclipse. This 
portion of the moon, hundreds of 
miles from the Apollo 12 landing 
site on the lunar Ocean of 
Storms, passed through the 
shadow of the earth from 3:03 
a.m to 3:58 a.m. EST.

Lunch Program Need 


The federal 
school-lunch 


program — which win cost 
taxpayers $700 million this year 
alone — is providing lots of help 
to middle-class youngsters but is 
failing the poor kids it should be 
feeding, according to an article 
in the March Reader's Digest. 


The 1948 law was Hmtgn*^ to 


"safeguard the health of the 
nation's children" by providing 
school lunches for all — even for 
those who couldn't pay. Yet, 
reports author Lester Velie, 
fewer than 20 million of our 58 
million school children take part 
in the program; worse still, of 
some eight million children 
from poor families, about 60 
percent are shut out of the 
program. 


Currently, says Velie, only 


five states and the District of 
Columbia provide lunch for at 
least half of their welfare-family 
children. 
In Iowa, Illinois, 


Michigan and Wisconsin, only 
one of every ten kids on welfare 
gets a free lunch. 


Blame for taking the school 


lunch out of the poor kids' 
mouths falls about equally on 
state lawmakers and local 
school authorities, Velie says. 
The School Lunch Act provides 
that states put up $3 for every 
federal dollar they get for school 
lunches. But it does not require 
them to do so.

MARSHALL SPACE FLIGHT 


CENTER, Ala. — Explorer I, 
the first U.S. satellite in space, 
is still orbiting the earth after its 
twelfth anniversary passed — 
but it probably won't live to be 
thirteen.

is now expected to re-enter the 
earth's 
atmosphere 
and 


disintegrate sometime in May 
1970. 
The oldest man-made 


satellite in space is in a decaying 
orbit of the earth with a perigee 
(closest point) to earth of 182.7 
statute miles and an apogee 
(farthest point) of 364 statute 
miles. 
Explorer I was launched the 


night of Jan. 31, 1958, atop a 
Jupiter-C main stage and 


launched the rocket later 
became the nucleus of the 
NASA-Marshall Space Flight 
Center. 


In 1958 the team worked for 


the Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency at Redstone Arsenal. 
The agency's technical director 
was Dr Wernher von Braun, 
now Deputy Associate Director 
for 
Planning 
at 
NASA 


Headquarters and formerly 
Director of the Marshall Center. 


Explorer I and the upper 


stages of the -C were built by the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
Pasadena, Calif., under contract 
to the Army. Its major scientific 
instruments were provided by 
Dr. James Van Allen of the State 
University of Iowa.
